TORONTO; March 7.—Mr. and 
Mrs, Oliva Dionne have been in- 
vited to take their quintuplet daugh- 
ters to Toronto to be presented to 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
May 22. 


“I can’t see why the Government 
cannot arrange to have their ma- 
jesties visit the nursery here,” but 
he added he would consult his wife 
before replying to the invitation. “I 
am not in favor of it,” he said. 

The King and Queen are “par- 
ticularly desirous of seeing your 
famous quintuplet daughters,” Pro- 
vincial Secretary H. C. Nixon wrote 
Dionne. 

The royal pair could. not, how- 
ever, visit the Callander district, so 
the Government proposed to have 
the Dionnes go as guests to Toron- 
to, placing at their disposal two 
private cars of a special train. 

“We would like to have you oc- 
cupy seats in the legislative cham- 
bers and be present at the luncheon 
in Hart House when their majes- 
ties attend these functions,” Nixon 
wrote. .

PRESIDENT ORDERS 4 CRUISERS 
BUILT IN PRIVATE SHIPYARDS 


Navy Official Says Vessels Are 
Cheaper, Better and More 
Quickly Produced There. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt authorized the navy 
today to build four new 6000-ton 

cruisers in private shipyards. 

Under the Vinson-Trammel Act, 
two of the cruisers would have been 
built in private and two in navy 
yards, unless the President specific- 
ally directed otherwise, The cost of 
the four will total about $48,000,000. 

Charles Edison, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, who disclosed the 
President's action, said it was tak- 
en on the Assistant Secretary’s rec- 
ommendation and that three bene- 
fits would be gained by having the 
ships built in private yards. 

“We can get them more cheaply,” 
he said, “more quickly and of better 
quality as regards uniformity.”

Reluctance of the Circuit Judges 
in civil jury trial divisions to ac- 
cept cases for trial in the latter 
part of the week is shown in an 


analysis by the Post-Dispatch of 
a survey reported to the Court by 


| Circuit Clerk H. Sam Priest. 


The Post-Dispatch told yester- 
day, when the report was made, of 
the decline in cases disposed of 
and in the number of days on 
which the Judges worked in jury 
trials, as disclosed by the survey. 
A 10-year period, starting in 1929, 
was covered by the report, but 
the present condition of delay in 
trial of cases has developed essen- 
tially in the last sig years. 

Judges cannot be compelled to 
accept assignment of cases for 
trial. Assignments are made by 
the Presiding Judge in Division 
No. 1, 

Out of 3897 cases assigned for 
trial in the last six years, 1640, or 
42 per cent, were accepted on Mon- 
days. The Judges took 966 cases 
on Tuesdays, or 24.7 per cent. On 
Wednesdays they accepted 863, or 
22.1 per cent. Altogether, on the 
first three days of the week they 
took 89 per cent of all the cases. 

On Thursdays they took only 368, 
or less than a tenth of the total. 
On Fridays they took none in 
1936-38; two in 1933, one in 1934 
and 57 in 1935—the latter rise be- 
ing due to a brief policy of call- 
ing the published docket on Fri- 
days instead of Mondays for a few 
weeks that year. On Saturdays 
they took none. 

The record for 1938 showed 602 
jury and jury-waived cases accept- 
ed for trial, of which 289, or almost 
half, were taken on Mondays, 127 
on Tuesdays, 112 on Wednesdays, 
and 74 on Thursdays.

Number of cases accepted by the 
Judges tor trial and number of 
cases available for trial were not 
related. There were more cases 
which could have been tried. By 
Feb. 18 this year there were 8847 
jury-room cases awaiting assign- 
ment in Division No. 1. Figures are 
not available as to the number held 
up at earlier dates. 

A Judge accepting a jury case 
on Monday cannot, of course, take 
another on Tuesday, if the first one 
is prolonged. However, in civil 
courts jury trials usually are com- 
paratively brief, generally requir- 
ing only a day or two, and seldom 
running a full week. 

The record showed that 3710 jury 
trials were held in the last six years 
and that 1165 of them lasted only 
one day and 1669 only two days. 
Thus 76 per cent of all the trials 
took not more than two days and 
it would have been possible for the 
Judges to have conducted two or 
three trials in a week. 

Average Less Than One a Week. 

Last year, with nine Judges han- 
dling jury rooms, 448 cases were 
tried, or an average of not quite 
one a week by each Judge for the 
calendar year. The Judges, who 
take a,two-month vacation, do not 
call jury panels every week. In 
1938 there were only 30 weeks in 
which jurors were summoned. On 
this basis. the average number of 
triais for each Judge was less than 
two a week.

In the last six years the annual 
number of jury weeks averaged 
less than 34. 

There were 623 three-day trials 
in the last six years and only 253 
lasting four days or longer. The 
record was 89 days in the Hugh 
W. Thomassen residence and san- 
ity case late in 1932. Not infre- 
quently civil jury trials require 
less than a day. 

In 19388 the duration of jury 
trials was divided as follows: One- 
day, 122; two-day, 184; three-day, 
88; four-day or longer, 5v. 

One day a week, usually Friday, 
is “motion day” in the jury rooms, 
usually devoted exclusively to hear- 
ing various motions. This seldom 
requires more than half the day. 
The jury divisions generally are 
deserted Saturday. 

Judges in the jury rooms also 
handle a small And Se of cases 
in which the parties agree to waive 
juries, but these usually require 
comparatively short time to try. In 
the last six years there were 590 
such trials, including 108 last year. 
The Judges also are called on from 
time to time to handle miscella- 
neous matters, usually rather brief, 
and there are inevitable delays on 
the part of counsel and litigants.

By the Associated Press, 

MADRID, March 7.—Gen. Jose 
Miaja’s new republican defense 
Government used warplanes in an 
attempt to crush an uprising of 
“some troops,” but announced late 
today that the Communist-inspired 
rebels were still holding out “in a 
few scattered points and buildings.” 


Maj. Eduardo Medrano, chief of 
the Press and Propaganda Depart- 
ment of the new Government, which 
was formed to obtain a peace with 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
declared that “Republicans, how 
ever, are steadily dominating the 
situation.” 

A broadcast announced repub- 
lican planes were bombing centers 
of Communist resistance. After 
the bombardments, noise of firing 
in the streets ended. 

“The movement will soon be com- 
pletely crushed,” Medrano stated. 


Effort to Reassure People.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 7.—Dr. 
J. E. Walton of Alton, Il., testified 
today that Robert Wadlow, 8 foot 
8 inch giant of Alton, was normal 
and “above the average in intelli- 
gence because he spent more. time 


| reading than other boys did in 


playing.” 

Dr. Walton, the Wadlow family 
physician, was a witness in the 
giant’s libel suit for $100,000 dam- 
ages from Dr. Charles Dean Hum- 
berd of Barnard, Mo. The suit, 


based on an article Dr. Humberd 
wrote for the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, is being 
heard in United States District 
Court. 

Can’t Feel Feet Touch Ground. 


Dr. Walton denied the youth had 
a soured attitude toward life. On 
cross-examination he admitted that 
he never had made a complete 
physical examination of the giant. 
He also admitted that part of the 
giant’s sensory system had not been 
fully developed and that it was true 
that he was not conscious of a 
nail or pebble in his shoe until it had 
formed a serious ulcer, sometimes 
so serious that hospitalization was 
necessary. His inability to feel his 
feet touch the ground makes him 
walk awkwardly, Dr. Walton said. 

Questioning brought out that 
Wadlow’s voice. and swallowing 
were not those of a normal person

Appeal to Common Sense. 


“Let’s come back to common sense 
and I assure you the war will end 
soon,” Miaja declared in a radio 
broadcast today. 

“The reason for the formation of 
the defense cabinet was to end the 
war in a humane and honorable 
manner,” Miaja said, “That’s our 
mission.” 

Referring to the uprising, the 
man who saved Madrid from cap- 
ture 28 months ago and was known 
as the “savior” of the city, asked: 

“Are people trying to fight 
for a non-existent government such 
as Negrin’s? 

“You know where Negrin is. He 
is in France.” The former Premier 
flew to Toulouse yesterday. 

Miaja declared: “You all must 
obey the defense cabinet which was 
formed with the help of the people 
for controlling the situation through- 
out republican Spain.” 

Gen. Casado said in another 
broadcast that Communists, “des-’ 
perate because of recent (political) 
failures, deceived several battalions 
and plunged them into a criminal 
adventure.” 

Casado added that the hope of the 
Communists had been to “complete 
a daring coup at a time when many 
Communist leaders,” including Do- 
lores Ibarruri, famed as “La Pasion- 
aria.” had fled to Oran, Algeria, 
“without saying good-by to the 
Negrin Cabinet.” : 

Gen. Casado was said to have 
been designated as Miaja’s agent 
for the peace conversations with 
the Nationalist Government. Casa- 
ao headed the Defense Council until 
Miaja took charge of it. 

Unconfirmed reports at the fron- 
tier said Casado might enter the 
Nationalist lines under a flag of 
truce to offer the surrender of the 
Government forces. 

It was reported Miaja was try-

She described 
him as a bright youth, interested 
in hobbies and added, “Robert 
causes me less trouble than any of 
my other five children. He also is 
the most obedient.” 

M. E. Newell of Alton, who with 
his law partner P. H. Hiles of Ed- 
wardsville, Ill, and Nile Vermil- 
lion and Louis Randolph, St. Jo- 
seph lawyers, are acting as counsel 
for the young giant, question Mrs. 
Wadlow at great length about the 
interview that Dr. Humberd had 
with her son in June, 1936. Mrs. 
Wadlow said she was displeased 
with Dr. Humberd because he had 
stayed longer than he should have. 
She said the physician, who has 
made an extensive study of giants, 
asked for permission to take 
measurements and was “resentful” 
when the giant’s father suggested 
he obtain them from the Barnes 
Hospital in St. Louis.

Settlement of the dispute in 
which Gandhi sought more demo- 
cratic forms of government, was re- 
garded as another significant vic- 
tory for the leader of millions of 
Indians. 

This afternoon Gandhi accepted 
an invitation from the Viceroy to 
visit New Delhi, as soon as he has 
regained sufficient strength, for 
personul discussions of the reforms 
he demanded. 

It was understood that the ruler 
of Rajkot State agreed to fulfill 
his original promise to set up an 
advisory council whose purpose 
would be to suggest ways of in- 
troducing a democratic govern- 
ment. 

Gandhi started the fast when he 
and the ruler failed to agree on 
‘representation on the council. Gan-| 
\dhi alleged that the Thakore broke 
lithe original promise to set up the 
lcouncil when he demanded repre- 
sentation for interests not belong- 
ing to Gandhi's Congress Party. 

Civil disobedience prisoners held 
in Rajkot since Gandhi started his 
campaign were released. 

Gandhi voluntarily ended the 
‘fast, which his doctors said was 
endangering his life, immediately 
after receiving a letter from Tha- 
kore Saheb. 

Gandhi opened the letter, smiled 
weakly, and turning to his attend- 
ants, accepted the glass of orange 
juice which he began sipping slow- 
ly.

WASHINGTON, March 7.-— The 
Senate accepted today a proposal 
to limit aviation expenditures under 
the Army Expansion Bill to $300,- 
000,000. 


The $358,000,000 expansion mea-, 
gure would authorize the Army Air, 
Corps to have a total of 6000 planes, | 
but its original form did not place | 


definite limit on the funds which 
might be appropriated for tircraft. 

The Senate also agreed to place a 
10 per cent limit on profits of air- 
plane manufacturers and other con- 
tractors who benefit from the army 
expansion Dill. 

The $300,000,000 limitation was 
proposed by Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, ranking mem- 
ber of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee. 

The army had estimated that 
$300,000,000 would be needed to 
bring the Air Corps to the strength 
authorized in the expansion mea- 
eure. 

In addition to the Air Corps ex- 
pansion, the $358,000,000 measure 
provides money for strengthening 
Panama Canal defenses and for 
placing “educational orders” de- 
signed to familiarize manufactur- 
ers with army needs.

IN BANK VAULT FREED 


Tells Judge He Has Long Re- 
pented Plan for World 
War Terrorism.- 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, March 7.—The weight 
of a fearful secret he kept for 21 


years was lifted from Reinhold 
Faust today when he announced in 


Felony Court a deep love for his 
adopted country against whose 
peace he plotted in the World War 
days. , 

Faust, an immigrant from Ger- 


many in 1880, was arrested Satur- 
day after four home-made bombs 
were found in a safe deposit box he 
had rented since November, 1917. 
Charges of storing explosives in a 
business district were dismissed 
after Faust told his story to Judge 
Mathew Hartigany and he was 
freed. 

Now 74 yeaars old, Faust admit- 
ted his original intention was to 
place the bombs at patriotic meet- 
ings to demonstrate against the 
United States’ war against Ger- 
many. Morris Meyers, Assistant 
State’s Attorney, quoted him as say- 
ing he had never meant to harm 
anyone, and in the passing years 
his attitude toward life and his new 
country had changed. 

Tried to Bomb Theater. 

Faust cleared up some mystery of 
the case in an interview before 
court. He admitted—for the first 
time, he said—that it was he who 
placed a phosphorescent bomb in 
the Auditorium Theater the night 
of Nov. 17, 1917, as a brilliant audi- 
ence attended the opera. 

“At that time I was dissatisfied 
with the world and with my lot. 
Then there was the rich man-poor 
man question, but the war changed 
things,” he said. 

A fireman in the theater seized 
the sputtering bomb and jerked out 
the fuse. 

His strange story was taken up 
in court my Mewers, who said that 
Faust, unhappy in his new country, 
fashioned several bombs. In 1917 
he rented the storage box, placed 
four bombs in it, and attempted to 
extort $100,000 from a banker by 
threatening to bomb the bank. 

Viewpoint Changes in Prison. 

Seized and sentenced to Joliet 
penitentiary, Faust served 14 
months, but in the interim had dis- 
posed of the key to the lock box. 
On his release in 1919, fearful of 
having the box drilled open, he de- 
cided to pay the $10 annual rental 
fee until he died. But recently the 
safety deposit company moved, the 
box was opened and the bombs 
discovered. 

While in prison, Faust underwent 
a transformation of ideas about 
the United States and life itself. 

Judge Hartigan .inquired: “What 
is your attitude toward the United 
States now?” 

“Your honor,” the old map re- 
plied, “I’m for it. I’m thoroughly 
satisfied here. I was a little fa- 
natical in those days.”

Park to the office of Prose- 
cuting Attorney, on the death of 
T. A. J. Mastin. 
Promised to Keep Public Trust. 
Graves’ first announcement was 
that he would not be a “persecu- 
tor,” and would “attempt to seek 
justice and be fair,” and to keep 
‘the public trust. He was elected 
Prosecuting Attorney in November, 
1934, when the Youth Movement 
made its brief appearance and was 
defeated in an election which estab- 
lished a record for brutality and 
intimidation and which resulted in 
‘four killings as factional disputes 
‘broke out. 
| Joseph F. Fennelly, president of 
‘the Youth Movement, asked the 
‘prosecutor what he was going to do 
‘nbout the election’ day crimes. 
‘Graves replied, in effect, that he 
‘understood Fennelly had 200 af- 
'fidavits for submission to the Gov- 
‘ernor or a new prosecutor, but that 
‘if he would submit his data to an 
‘assistant it would be given consid- 
‘eration. 
| “However.” Graves wrote him, “if 
you afe coming here for the pur- 
pose of obtaining newspaper pub- 
icity for you and your organiza- 
tion, and from your past acts I 
ihave reason to believe that you are, 
‘you will not receive much consid- 
‘eration or sympathy from this of- 
fice.” 
Criticised by Grand Juror. 
Nothing was done about the elec- 
tion frauds, and the killings were 
not effectively investigated. Last 
May, Harry Darling, president cf 
an envelope firm, issued a state- 
ment describing his experience as 
a grand juror, at a time when there 
were many complaints of industrial 
racketeering and vandalism. He 
said: 
| “While the grand jury 
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It is also a matter of 
knowledge that scores of 
crimes have been committed in 
Jackson County without being fol- 
lowed by prosecution or punish- 
ment. Several of us felt that there 
were matters that should receive 
careful consideration. The matter 
of numerous continuances for cer- 
tain well-known law violators and 
racketeers and the changing of, 
charges from felonies to misde- | 
meanors were raised. 

“The attitude of the Prosecutor) 
was that the grand jury should) 
make no investigations of any of 
those matters and should do vir- 
tually nothing. He insisted, as lL 
construed it, that we merely go 
through the motions of a grand 
jury. After listening to the Prose- 
cutor, the members of the jury 
felt that the hands of the jurors 
virtually were tied by reason of 
the limited time in which they had | 
to work and by the attitude of the 
|Prosecutor’s office.” 

Juror Suggested Special Inquiry. 

Darling suggested that the legal 
fraternity select a special prosecu- 
tor to investigate and prosecute 
“vice, racketeering and criminal 
conditions in Kansas City,” and that 
the Missouri Bar Association mako 
“a careful investigation of the 
handling of the Prosecutor's office 
|by the incumbent.” 
| Im telling later of his experience 
as a grand juror, Darling said the 
time spent in the sessions totaicd 
21 hours, of which five hours was 
spent in inspecting county build- 
ings, and that Prosecutor Graves 
“told us it wouldn’t be necessary 
to consider anything but routine 
matters, inspect the county build- 
ings, sign a report and adjourn.” 
He said Graves remarked that the 
grand jury system was “antiquat- 
ed, and a waste of time and 
money.” 

Gov. Stark, in his order of Dee 
28 directing Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick to “clean up” Jackson 
County and St. Louis, said it was 
charged that “unrestrained viola- 
itions of law are openly and no- 
itoriously committed” in Kansas 
City, “that such serious crimes as 
homicide go unsolved and the per- 
petrators unpunished,” and that 
rackets, gambling dens, vice re- 
sorts and illegal liquor sellers flour- 
ished. 

His 5-Year Record His Reply. 

Graves’ only reply was to make 
public these figures as the 5-year 
record of his office: 2336 convic- 
tions, 1161 prison sentences, 864 jail 
sentences, 290 reformatory  sen- 
tences, 21 fines. The statistics, he 
said, include five death sentences, 
41 life terms, two 99-year sentences 
and three five-year sentences. 

He mentioned that he convicted 
Adam Richetti, gangster pal of the 
late “Pretty Boy” Floyd. Richetti 
was executed in the lethal gas 
chamber at the penitentiary Oct. 7 
for participation in the Union Sta- 
tion killings in June, 1933. 

Graves did not say, but the 
Post - Dispatch correspondent 
learned, that he prosecuted Rich- 
etti only after Circuit Judge Allen 
C. Southern threatened to call a 
grand jury over his head, intro- 
duce evidence obtained by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigatoin and 
bring about the indictment. 

Nor did he comment on public 
complaints that he refused to act 
on widespread vote frauds, de- 
scribed by United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves as “a per- 
fect catalogue of State crimes”: 
that he had taken no action against 
protected gambling and vice; had 
failed to make a vigorous investi- 
gation of industrial racketeering, 
vandalism, bombings, assaults and 
window smashings, His customary 
reply to criticism was that he was 
“not an investigator,” had no ade- 
quate funds to conduct investiga- 
tions and had received “no com- 
plaints.” 

Frequently, court records show, 
felonies were reduced to misde- 
meanors, and cases lost in a maze 
of continuances. As a member, 
with the Circuit Judges, of the 
Jackson County Parole Board, he 
favored paroles. The parole route 
terminated many a case. 

Gergotta Case Dismissed. 

The case of Charles Gargotta., 
charged with attempting to kill 
Sheriff Thomas Bash of Kansas 
City in 1933, was dismissed Dec. 
19 last, after having had 27 con- 
tinuances. Speaking of this case 
in court, Circuit Judge Brown Har- 
ris said to Graves: “You have let 
the Gargotta case become synony- 
mous with lack of law enforce 
ment.” The attempt on Bash’s life 
came when the Sheriff chanced to 
appear at the scene of the murder 
of a liquor racketeer. Bash shot 
and killed two men, and the third, 
Gargotta, was said by Bash to have 
emptied a revolver at him before 
Bash took him prisoner. Gargotta 
was acquitted of murder, and de- 
nied the Sheriff's charge.

Record of Presiding Judges. — 

The assignment division disposes 
in various ways of cases not sent 
to trial rooms. On the average, 
more than half of the suits of 
which it disposes are handled 
through stipulations by the parties, 
by which they are dismissed with- 
out trial or on consent judgments. 
About a quarter of the total are 
dismissed for failure to prosecute 
or failure to secure costs. More 
than a tenth of the cases in No. 
1 are tried in free time by the 
Presiding Judge in that division, 
always with juries waived. No. 1 
also handles a large volume of gar- 
nishment cases and some miscella- 
neous matters. 

In the last 10 years No. 1 held 
sessions on an average of 302 days 
annually, with slight variation from 
the average. Thus it has been in 
session almost every day except 
Sundays and holidays. 

From 1933, when 1020 cases were 
tried without juries in No. 1, there 
has been a steady decline in the 
number of such trials there, with 
a low volume of 527 last year. 
Judges assigned to No. 1 by the 
Court in general session are 
changed regularly every six 
months.

The peak number of suits filed 
in the last 10 years, of the type 
which would be assigned to jury 
rooms for trial, was 9660, in 1931. 
There has been a sharp decline, 
falling to a low of 4185 suits in 
1936, with 4630 last year. The de- 
cline from 1931 to 1938 was 52 
per cent. The majority of suits 
in this category are for damages, 
chiefly for personal injuries; last 
year, 2504, or 54 per cent, of the 
jury-room-type suits were for dam- 
ages, while in former years the 
proportion often was much larger. 


Two Favorable Factors. 

Doubtless two factors have com- 
bined to cause much of the reduc- 
tion in the volume of suits filed, 
particularly in the damage classi- 
fication. These are the efforts of 
the bar and the courts to rid the 
bar of unethical practitioners and 
the successful campaign made by 
Circuit Clerk Priest, who has been 
in office since Jan. 1, 1935, to col- 
lect. costs from litigants. 

Of the 8847 cases pending in No. 
1 for trial assignment or other dis- 
position, 5988 were filed in the 
10-year period of 1929-38, while 2859 
were filed previously—as far back 
as 1895. For the last six years the 
nnmber of old cases pending is as 
follows: 1933, 806 suits; 1934, 828 
suits; 1935, 764 suits; 1936, 930 
suits; 1937, 970 suits; 1938, 2072 
suits; 1939, up to Feb. 18, 735 suits. 

Besides the large volume await- 
ing disposition in the assignment 
division, there were 235 cases pend- 
ing in the 10 jury rooms, as of 
Feb. 18. These were fairly evenly 
divided among the various Judges.

Fifty young men, certified by the 


National Youth Administration for 
tests as prospective flying students, 
had preliminary tests today at Cur- 
tiss Airport, south of East St. Louis. 


The tests were intended to de- 
termine their aptitude for aviation. 
Omar Midyett, manager of the 
Midwest Flyers’ School of Aviation 
at the airport, took the youths up 
one by one in a dual-control train- 
ing plane and gave each a brief op- 
portunity to handle the controls. 
Those who seem fitted, and who 
wish to take the flying course, will 
be trained at reduced rates, Midyett 
said. 

Midyett told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he hopes to be “in on the 
ground floor” if plans to give avia- 
tion training under NYA auspices, 
as a national defense measure, are 
adopted. His course will fit the 
youths for pilots’ licenses, he said.

Announcement that no member 
of the Building Trades Council will 
be permitted to work on the in 
stallation of the Milles Fountain 
in Aloe Plaza, unless the granite 
used in building the base and pool 
for the fountain is “fabricated,” or 
made ready for use, by St. Louls 
union granite cutters, was made 
today to the Board of Public Serv- 
ice by John J, Church, secretary 
of the Building Trades Council.

While there is no pretense among 
the sponsors of the bill of an in- 
tention to provide at Lincoln the 
full facilities had by students at 
the State University in Columbia, 
they believe that it will meet the 
decision of the Supreme Court.

birthday, greatly staged and greatly observed, has 
already been accepted as historic. We may be as 
‘eonfident as we are hopeful that the American poet 
| will presently appear to immortalize the legend of 
this epic hour. 

Both of the speakers, necessarily and logically, 
paid tribute to the political philosophy of the Found- 
{ng Fathers as expressed in the framework devised for 
the functioning of a representative democracy, that 
is to say, a republican form of government. But 
both placed major emphasis on the spiritual content 
of the instrument as embodied in the Bill of Rights. 

The phrase of the memorable morning was con- 
tributed by Mr. Hughes in the ringing truth that 
democracy’s “vital breath is individual liberty.” In 
graceful imagery Mr. Roosevelt examined the “Con- 
stitution house,” as it came from the hands of the 
builders. A sturdy structure, yes, but, as the build- 
ers knew, inadequately furnished; that other things 
were needed if the occupants were to be “secure in 
their tenure, happy in their toi] and in their rest. 
And so there came about tacit understanding that to 
the Constitution would be added the Bill of Rights.” 

It is in our Bill of Rights, democracy’s birth cer- 
tificate, whence emanates that vital breath of per- 
sonal liberty. Those 10 amendments to the Consti- 
tution transcribed into our organic law the concep- 
tion of individual dignity as thus avowed in the 
Declaration of Independence: 

We hold those truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal; that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 

The statement that “all men are created equal” 
has been challenged. But the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, it must be remembered, was a statement 
of political philosophy which embodied the thought 
of our American prophets. They were learned men 
who signed that defiance of tyranny, that immortal 
memorandum to posterity. 

In the dignity of being they believed, and asserted, 
that all men are created equal. That belief was an 
article of faith which originated in the ministerial 
pronouncements of Jesus Christ. It was retrieved 
and rekindled in spiritual recoveries like the Renais- 
sance and Reformation. It was postulated by revolu- 
tionary intellectuals, quietly by Aquinas, profoundly 
by Spinoza, belligerently by Rousseau. Always, one 
is bound to think, it has been humanity’s high- 
hearted dream. 

Equality in that sacred relation of man to his 
Creator is an unimpeachable fiat, and equality before 
the law was its corollary which American genius 
perceived and forged into a code by the hammering 
verities of the Bill of Rights. In those permanent 
injunctions against the power of the State—Crown 
or Caucus, King or Majority, Demos or Dictator— 
abides the security of the individual’s personal dig- 
nity. Destroy the Bill of Rights and nothing would 
be left.of democracy but a grinning caricature. 

The ghastliest philosophical phenomenon of today 
is the glorification of the State and the degradation 
of the individual. The black trinity of isms—Com- 
munism, Fascism, Nazi-ism—derides the sanctity of 
the individual as a threadbare superstition and dei- 
fies the State or the governing persons. And the 
morning and the evening are a day of crisis. 

So after 150 years, our two ranking public servants, 
of opposite political association, of different tempera- 
ments and traditions, speak from the same rostrum, 
under auspices of spiritual equality, to a Congress 
and to a nation of their civic peers.

The American Civil Liberties Union is a spokes- 
man for full rights of free speech and assembly for 
all groups, from Nazi to Communist. Applying its 
rigid standards in a national survey, it finds that no 
city achieves more than a 50 per cent record in 
observance of these rights. St. Louis is ranked, 
with New York City and Cleceland, at the top of the 
major cities in the maintenance of civil liberties. 

St. Louis has always taken pride in its traditions 
of freedom, its immunity from censorship, its grant- 
ing of full rights to labor pickets. It is plain, how- 
ever, that its record can be improved. As the union’s 
report points out, “Civil rights in a community stand 
just about as local forces themselves maintain them.” 
It is not at Washington but at home that the degree 
of the people’s liberty in many fields is determined. 
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At the anniversary commemoration in Washing- 
ton, the Metropolitan Opera baritone, they say, sang 
“God Save the King.” Did they expect him to sing 
“God Save the Cliveden Set’’? 
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AMONG THE CANDIDATES FOR A SADDLE. 

Major-General George Van Horn Moseley, retired, 
apparently did not get enough cavalry service during 
43 years in the army, for he exhibits great desire to 
become a man on horseback. And undoubtedly he 
would ride ruthlessly if ever he were boosted into 
the saddle by his backers. 

In his best Fourth-of-July style, Moseley launched 
into a vicious tirade before the reactionary Sentinels 
of the Republic last week. He urged them to “be- 
ware of the enemies within our gates” as he called 
for a new “Christian” leadership for the nation. Even 
the Sentinels, who have cheered such speakers as 
Henry Breckinridge asSailing the “Russocrats of the 
New Deal,” promptly and unanimously repudiated 
Moseley’s inflamatory speech, stating they did not 
believe in “racial or religious distinction.” 

Less than three months ago, Moseley told the New 
York Board of Trade that “our domestic enemies 
should be warned, therefore, not to excite the wrath 
of patriotic America, for once these patriots go into 
battle they will cure the disease definitely and make 
those massacres now recorded in history look like 
peaceful church parades.” The analogy between his 
two statements is striking. 

In his speech last week, Moseley plainly indicated 
that he regretted the army “is not permitted to in- 
vestigate the enemies living and operating within 
our gates.” Three years ago, while still in the army, 
he urged that every youth be put in the CCC for 
“a six-month course in military training and work 
education.” It is not strange that a man who 
) would advocate militarization of a constructive 


agency for jobless youths also would advocate turn- 
ning the army into something similar to a goose- 
stepping mob of storm troopers and snoopers. 

Moseley talks loudly of being “100 per cent against 
all those who are attempting to destroy America,” 
but at the same time he inspires a fervent hope that 
he will never be called on to do the saving of this 
nation in any kind of emergency.

Ending the confusion of overlapping Federal bu- 
reaus and agencies is a cause in which Presidents 
and other spokesmen have been campaigning for 
more than 50 years. Taft in 1910 said such a re- 
grouping was “a matter of fundamental importance.” 
Hoover in his inaugural address made reorganization 
a major objective of his administration. Yet little 
or nothing, despite all the talk and the dozens of sur- 
veys and the hosts of reorganization plans, has 
ever been done about it. 

A new reorganization bill, greatly modified from 
the measure that caused such a teapot tempest at 
the last session, now is pending before the House. 
By elimination or compromise of provisions which 
roused last year’s noisy controversy, the framers of 
the new bill have laid the groundwork for more far- 
reaching reforms later. Despite the mild character 
of the present measure, however, the makers of po- 
litical medicine are again on the warpath, and a 
fresh outburst of sound and fury may be expected. 

Analysis of the new bill shows how senseless all 
this will be. The President’s authority to reorganize 
agencies is strictly limited. Such important inde- 
pendent bodies as the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, the General Accounting Office and the Civil 
Service Commission, storm centers in 1938, are ex- 
cluded from the present measure. The fear that the 
President would usurp congressional power should be 
definitely squelched by a provision that Congress can 
veto any reorganization plan by majority vote with- 
in 60 days after its announcement. Ng new depart- 
ment could be created under the new bill, nor could 
the name of any department be changed. 

The Brookings Institution report of yesterday, 
which said the measure would result in no substan- 
tial savings, touches only one aspect of the reform. 
Even if millions could be saved, it would be far more 
important to improve Federal efficiency, thus making 
possible more intelligent spending of the taxpayer's 
dollar and ultimately bringing about permanent 
economies. There are now 135 departments and agen- 
cies containing about 500 bureaus. Government as a 
result is unwieldy, slow-moving, often ineffective. 
I. is from such swollen bureaucracies that the Fascist 
movements of Europe have made effective talking 
points, 

Last year’s bill was lost because of an unprece- 
dented campaign of misrepresentation and pressure 
politics. The measure, it was said, would make the 
President a dictator; it was inimical to business. 
Nothing of the sort was true. This year’s far milder 
measure will not meet the same fate if the public 
is alert enough to turn thumbs down on demagogy. 
The major purpose, to promote Federal efficiency, 
should be kept in mind. By that standard, the bill 
makes a promising start, and without endangering 
any of the Republic’s fundamentals.

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WHEN “NOTHING NEW” IS NEWS. 

If the majority leaders in Congress appeared 
shaken and unsteady when they emerged from their 
conference with President Roosevelt yesterday, their 
condition was understandable.

EN, it seems, are not the only things 
Meu of work. Dollars are out of work, 

too. In fact, it’s because dollars are out 
of work that men are out of work. 

To put this all differently, one of the 
strange and perhaps inexplicable phenom- 
ena in this country is the fact that new in- 
vestment by private individuals seems to be 
drying up. 

The money for that new investment comes 
from people, from corporations who have 
surplus funds, who have savings. If they 
have savings their savings will flow into (1) 
securities; (2) bank loans; (3) mortgages; 
(4) direct investments. Now let us see 
what has happened to these various high- 
ways of investment. 

Behold our security market. Back in 
1923 to 1929, it was a poor month when new 
security issues—new issues for new money, 
not including refunding—got dawn as low as 
$200,000,000. In 1929 the total of new is- 
sues was $7,500,000,000. In 1937 it was only 
a little over one billion dollars. 

In the first seven months of 1937, it was 
about $850,000,000. In the first seven months 
of 1938 it was just about half that. 


Oddest of all are the banks. Here is a 
little table giving the amount of loans out- 
standing in our banks in recent years:

All the time business was improving from 
1933 to 1936, bank loans were diminishing, 
The great boom of the ’20s started around 
1922; Then the banks of the country had 
deposits of 37 billion dollars. In 1929 this 
had risen to 53 billion dollars. That was an 
increase of 16 billion dollars during the 
Coolidge boom. 

In 1933, at the bottom of our depression, 
the banks had 37 billion dollars—the same 
figure we started with in 1922. Now watch 
the bank deposits climb year after year:

t are the banks doing with their 
money? Eighty cents out of every dol- 
lar of deposits is in cash or government 
bonds.

tian Socialists, who also believed in 
collaboration with the Nazis. 

But by 1934 Cardinal Pacelli had 
become aware that the sort of re- 
gime which his aristocratic friends 
had envisaged was not the one that 
had conquered Germany.

On the contrary, the concordat 
which the Third Reich concluded 
with the Vatican in 1933 was treat- 
ed like a scrap of paper by the 
Nazis. 

Herr Von Papen himself came 
within an inch of being murdered 
by the Nazis in June, 1934, and sev- 
eral of his collaborators, among 
them Edgar Jung, who, it was said, 
wrote most of Von Papen’s speeches 
and fad tried through his chief to 
divert the Nazi regime into more 
conservative channels, was brutally 
killed. 

The Nazi regime took up a war 
against the church, which was the 
more vicious in that it was carried 
on under the guise of protecting 
“positive Christianity.” 

Wholesale charges of immorality 
were brought against priests and 
they were arrested. Nuns were ar- 
rested charged with breaking cur- 
rency regulations.

The Nazi press played up all of 
these charges in the most flambuoy- 
ant headlines, using every instru- 
ment of propaganda to present the 
church as a sink of iniquity. When 
the priests and nuns came to trial, 
almost all the cases were dismissed 
for lack of evidence, but meanwhile 
the church had been smeared. 

The ruthless murder of Chancel- 
lor Dollfuss in Austria, and the fact 
that this pious Catholic was left by 
Nazi guards to bleed to death on a 
sofa while they denied him even 
the services of a priest in his dying 
moments; the conquest of Austria 
and the continued incarceration of 
Chancellor Schuschnigg, who had 
attemptedto build a Catholic Aus- 
trian state on the social principles 
of the Quadragesimo Anno, and now 
the beginning of Ahe expropriation 
of church lands in Austria, have 
all revealed the true face of Na- 
tional Socialism, which more and 
more among pious Germans is 
called, under their breaths, “the 
brown bolshevism.” 

There seems to be no doubt that 
the great church lands in Austria— 
such as Melk and Kolster-Neuburg, 
whose fields and vineyards have 
yielded great revenues to the 
church to be expended for educa- 
tion and charity—will be broken up 
and auctioned for the benefit of the 
new “brown nobility,” and to sal- 
vage temporarily an empty treas- 


ry. 
Having first robbed the Jews, the 
Nazis are beginning to rob the 
church, and later will almost cer- 
tainly expropriate what is left of 
the bourgeoisie property.

And, meanwhile, a new trinity 
has been set up in Germany, with 
no room for Christianity; the trin- 
ity of the state, conceived of as the 
final expression of God. of the lead- 
er as the incarnation of the state, 
and the Nietzschean philosophy cof 
the Superman and the Will to 
Power. 

The late Pope, Pius XI, described 
this conception of the state as 
“stateolatry.” expressing in that 
single. word the concept of idolatry 
and heathenism. 

As Archbishop and Cardinal, the 
new Pope displayed not only excep- 
tional diplomatic gifts, but all who 
knew him were conscious of his pro- 
found religious fervor. Like all 
great Catholics he takes a long view 
of things, for the church does not 
think in terms of today and tomor- 
row, but of cycles and epochs. 

In a talk which he had with an 
acquaintance while he was in 


America, and which he immediately 


recorded in a diary, he said, in sub- 
stance; The church is bound to 
win. It always has. All these 
movements run their course. I do 
not believe in fighting against 
them. I believe in fighting for the 
positive, for Christianity, which, of 
course, I identify with the Catholic 
church, 

And on that occasion he sug- 
gested that it might again be the 
historic function of the church to 
inherit the ruins of social dissolu- 
tion and collaborate to build the 
social order of the future.

— Time, 
Inc., and subsidiaries, magazine 
publishers, have reported 1938 net 
profit of $1,129,422 as against $168,- 
430 for 1937. Outstanding are 237,- 
2(“ common shares of no par value. 

Henry R. Luce, president, said 
the relatively small 1937 net profit 
was due to large loss from Life in 
its first year under Time’s owner- 
ship as a new picture magazine, In 
its second year, he added, Life had 
made “enormous strides toward the 
black ink side of the ledger.” 

Fortune, Luce said, made a profit 
“in an admittedly bad year for ad- 
vertising.” “March of Time” also 
showed a profit, he said. Architec- 
tural Forum, he reported, missed 
making a profit by a “small mar- 
gin.” Time, however, made an op- 
erating profit for 1938 of $1,790,000 
before income taxes. 

Time, Inc., reported current assets 
of $8,256,699 (of which $6,053,596 
were in the form of cash and mar- 
ketable securities), contrasted with 
current liabilities of $1,405,333.

Stearns went to the national Re- 
publican convention in 1920 and 
fought for the presidential nomina- 
tion for Coolidge. He won second 
place on the ticket for his man 
and subsequently, through the 
death of President Warren G.
